The Market Research Society is organizing a course, 
Use of published sources, to be held at Birkbeck 
College, Department of Geography, Rathbone Place, 
Oxford Street, London W1, on six Tuesday afternoons 
at monthly intervals starting on January 14th.

ONCE UPON A FLOWCHART there was a king 
who had a beautiful daughter whom he was anxious 
to see married.

The king was not pleased, but since he had omitted 
to give any instructions for the orderly removal of the 
books, he could blame only himself. However, he 
turned the mistake to good account by causing it to 
be made known far and wide that anyone who could 
transform his heap of books into a usable library 
would be given the princess’s hand in marriage. 

There were of course some out-of-work librarians 
in neighbouring countries who were keen to try their 
fortune. The first of them to present himself at the 
castle was shown the magnificent empty library 
chamber, which filled him with pleasurable anticipa- 
tion; he was shown the heap of books, which filled 











him with dismay; he was finally introduced to the 
princess with the result that his spirits rose again. The 
king explained that all he wanted was to have the 
books organised so that any book that he or the 
princess might name could be found on the shelves. 
The librarian, who was not aware of the limitations 
of the population, thought for a few moments, and 
then said ‘Sire, give me twenty cataloguers and 
twenty clerks, and in a twelve-month and a day you 
will be able to come to the library, ask for any book 
you care to name, and it shall be found for you’.

After the Aslib Computer Applications Group came into existence in 1968 it 
set up a number of Working Parties. One of these, the Acquisitions, Catalo- ` 
guing and Circulation Working Party (ACCWP), came to the conclusion that 
there was a real need for a directory of operational computer applications in 
United Kingdom libraries and information units. There have been previous 
surveys but these were partial, incomplete and in some cases did not always 
distinguish what was operational from what was planned or experimental. 


The Directory is in three sections. First is a list of the libraries included,
